Tittsburg, Jan. 25.—Between 125 


and 150 iaen were entombed today by 
an explosion In the shaft of the Har- 
wick Coal Company near Cbeswick. 
None of them had been recovered at 
noon and it is believed that many of 
them were either killed outright by 
ihe explosion or have been suffocated 
l.y the gas. Several hundred men arc 
at work trying to liberate the men im- 
prisoned. About 200 men ara employ- 
ed at the mine, 150 working inside and 
the remainder on the tipple. 
The 


men on tho ttpple were badly burned 
by the explosion. With a loud report 
and an upheaval like an earthquake 
the v.'ood#x'ork ol the tipple was des- 
trayed. The walls of the shaft were 
filled with debris, rocks and earth, 
completely shutting off a!i means of 
escape for those in the mine. 


Whether tne esjikraiuij occurred at 


the extremity of the mine and killed 
th*? men by the concussion or whether 
it occurred nearer the shaft and im- 
•priaoned the men. Is not 
known. 


There has been no means as yet of 
finding the exact nature o£ the disas- 
ter and th* number of men that wore 
Killed, If the mine entrance cannot 
be cleaned oat so that the men can 
get fresh air, 8.11 will have perished in 
tUe course of a few hours.

As wti uote it, tho average farmer 


know? very little about fruit grcnvin;;. 
Tbis is not straugre, for it is not in his 
iitjir. 
Still lie wants fruit and would 


be giatl to be able to gvov>- it. As proof 
of this lie buys trees, vines and shrnbs 
in large quantities of the traveling 
fruit tree agents, being usually guided 
in his selection by what the ajreat uiay 
recommend, which too often proves to 
be varieties misuited to his latitude 
and location. He sets the trees out, 
and, being ignorant as to the care 
\vhk-h they should receive, his orchard 
is very soon a wreck. We cannot see 
how the different horticultural socie- 
ties could do a better work than to is- 
sue a brief bulletin or pamphlet recom- 
mending a few of the tried and hardy 
varieties suited to different sections of 
the country and follow this with in- 
structions how to plant and prune the 
tree and care for >t. it is this A B O 
of horticulture which needs to be 
taught. 
There is too much time de- 


voted by professional horticulturists in 
their meetings and too much space de- 
voted in their published proceedings 
to the experimental and theoretical and 
not enough to the practical. The com- 
mon man should be shown in a simple 
manner what to plant and how to 
| plant and care for his trees.
